The OMAO Small Boat Program Manager oversees a system of inspection and operational safety for motorboats less than
65 feet in length and Uninspected Research Vessels less than 300 gross tons and operated by Line Offices. Specifically, the
Small Boat Program Manager applies the principles of risk management to assist line office programs in developing vessel
operations manuals and program vessel policy in accordance with NAO 217-103. The SBM also provides regulatory
assistance through interpretation of current standards and requirements in marine safety. Providing acquisition assistance
through review of vessel specifications and suitability of different types of vessels for particular missions.
